The Son of Qod Is Savior. 

The attitude or the son ot Qod up 
to the present time that Is directly 
Inviting attention Is that of sartor, 
which is the meaning of the word 
Jesus, The term sartor at once Im- 
plies that there Is something from 
Which a man 1* saved, and we may 
note briefly that by the son of Ood 
man Is saved, first, from the penalty 
'of sin In this life as In the life to 
some. Whether one la saved aa to 
the future penalty or not, he la not 
saved from the consequences of sin 
In tale life, the law of Oalatlsnt 6:7 
obtaining In the case of the regenerate 
man as In the case of the unregener- 
ats. "Whataoevar a man aoveth. tbat 
shall be also reap." There la a be- 
yond: there Is eternal death to the 
one that la not saved from 'it; and the 
ion of Ood saves from that. Hell \i 
not a myth, nor eternal exclusion 
from the presence of Ood; they are 
realities and the son of Ood came to 
jnre men from these on the simple 
condition of faith. 

Jesus sav.es also from the power of 
Satan. This salvation applies very 

largely to this life, for after a man 
believe* and Is Justified Satan's grip 
on him loosens — be Is no longer bis 
Laird. The man la legally tree, and 
after the struggles of thia life are 
over, he will be perfectly free.. The 
eon of Ood also saves from the power 
of sin. In the unregenerate state a 
man Is the slave of tin, but when he 
la saved by the grace of Ood that 
alavery la broken—la practically gone. 
A new life enter* and persists, and 
never girea up until It 1* victorious, 
and ao the subject of this struggle en- 
ters the other world free from not 
only the penalty, but from the power 
of Satan and sin — hla salvation la 
perfect. _^ 

Son of Ood aa Lord. 
But possibly the work of the son of 
Qod aa savior will to absorb attention 
that man forgeta that the son of Jfod 
la Lord aa well. When on earth Jesus 
said; "Ye call me Lord and master 



oome under the control of another 
Lord, the aon of Ood. This Lordablp 
must be aupreme, reaching: to the 
whole man. 

The body 1* to be preserved aa un- 
der the lordship ot Jesus Christ. Aa 
well must the intellect also acknowl- 
edge this lordship: a spiritual man 
must yield hla thoughts to those of 
Ood.

ao far they deny their savior's lord- 
ship. Equally ao must the will be In 
subjection, the Christian baa no right 
to hie own will. The supreme mo- 
ment of the earthly career of our Lord 
was when he said: "Not my will, bat 
thine, b* done.'' 

Tims. Influence and Wealth.

OftEATEBT THING IN THE WORLD. 



(Tamperance Lesson.) 
True ministry Is In the exercise of 
spiritual sifts (Eph. 4:1-16). Every 
believer la a member of the body of 
Christ, and therefore baa a definite 
ministry. Though the sift" are di- 
verse, all are equally honorable be- 
cause they are bestowed, administered 
and energised by the Holy Spirit. 
Lore alone give* nine to the ministry 
of any gift. 

I. Pill the Gift With Lova lev. 1-3). 
Just si the body 1* dead unless a liv- 
ing soot abide* in and Umpire* It, to 
la the gift unless filled with the spirit 
of love. Thl* Is the "more excellent 
way" to which Paul makes reference 
at the conclusion of Chapter 12. In 
praising; love Paul doe* not fall Into 
the error of criticising; others, not even 
hla followers, and suggests that even 
he may be wanting In this trait. The 
CorlnUiIau* were eager fc' attain' 'ex- 
cellence and to be prominent In wis- 
dom and philosophy; to understand 
the world In which they lived; to be 
scholars and teachera and Improve 
and correct society. Paol therefore 
shows, how vain are such things unless: 
Slled with the motive of love. (1) The 
gift of tongues. The saints In the 
church at Corinth seem to have, been 
particularly gifted In this direction, 
and to have been proud of It, (Cn. 14 : 
2-23) and eager to ontatrlp the others. 
Paul telle them that such boasting 
amount* to little. The grace of love 
la a far more excellent way.. (3) The 
gift of prophecy. The New Testament 
prophet was a forth-teller, not a teller 
of the future. To be a forth-teller was 
a thing to be coveted and admired, but 
not unless accompanied by love. (3) 
Miracle working. A man can have 
this In the most powerful form con- 
ceivable, and yet if he has not love, 
he Is nothing.

Unseemly conduct 
grows from pride .and aekashneea, 
whereaa love is the foundation of true 
courtesy. <1) Seeketh not her own- I* 
not looking ont for self flrat of all. (8) 
Is not easily provoked ; good tempered, 
not Irritable. To lose one's temper Is 
a dangerous evil. The erll Is not ao 
much In hbe temper but In oar failure 
to control It (9) Tnlnketh no evil. 
Pots the best conetructlan apon the 
acts of others, making all possible al- 
lowance*. (10) ReJOlCvth not In Ini- 
quity. (11) Rejoleeth In the truth, that 
la. la In sympathy with all that Is true.
